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Ambulance calls 
fire permits 
to cost more

Fire Chief Harold F. Hayes won the Se- 
lectmen’s approval Monday night to raise 
fees for ambulance service and the per- 
mits his department issues. 

Chief Hayes said the increases are rea- 
listic, compared to fees in other other 
communities. 

“We proposed these to try to get some 
money in the budget. We just keep getting 
busier and busier and busier,” Chief 
Hayes said. 

He said the increases could generate up 
to $75,000 in additional revenue annually. 

The new fees are: 

e Ambulance calls: Raised $35 from 
$100 to $135. 

* Inspections required for permits, pre- 
viously free, now $10. 

e Re-inspections required for permits, 
previously free, now $10. 

e Removal of underground gasoline 
tanks, raised $190 from $10 to $200. 

¢ Fireworks display permit, raised $15 
from $10 to $25. 

e Open burning permits, new fee, $10, 
limit once a year. 

e Master fire alarm box maintenance, 
new fee, $150, once a year. 

Unchanged are current $10 fees for all 
other permits (model rocketry, ammuni- 
tion and gun supplies, fumigating. Also 
unchanged are the $10 fee for removal of 
underground tanks other than gasoline; 
and the $10 fee to apply for permits to 
install oil burners or propane gas equip- 
ment, blast, store flammable liquids or 
welding materials. 

Selectmen also received a letter from 
White House nurse, Army Maj. Paula K. 
Trivette, thanking the Andover ambu- 
lance crew for its help in preparing for 
President Bush’s recent visit to Phillips 
Academy. 

Singled out was firefighter Robert Sta- 
bile, ‘‘for his support in the motorcade 
and at the event site.’’

out, four were invited to be contestants.

serves dinner to about 160 people 

five days a week. 

“The beauty of it is that it’s 
(canned food) non-perishable,”’ she 
said. 

Bread and Roses, located in Law- 
rence, goes through 50 cans to serve 
vegetables for one night, and the 
kitchen never turns anyone away. 
“If we have to open another can of 
Spaghetti-Os, we will,’’ Ms. Kinsky 
said. 

The onslaught of holiday parties is 
good news to soup kitchens, Ms. 
Kinsky said. ‘‘We see so much good- 
ness with this time of year. People 
bring leftovers from company par- 
ties.” 

Although some agencies, like 
Bread and Roses, can’t get too much 
of a good thing, the Women’s Re- 
source Center of Greater Lawrence 
sometimes ends up with too many 
clothes. In fact, right now director 
Diane Brokvist is asking people to 
hold off. That’s not to say the dona- 
tions go to waste; the Women’s Cen- 
ter gives any unneeded clothing to 
nearby shelters for the homeless. 

“Our problem is we don’t get 
enough of one thing,” Ms. Brokvist 
said. ‘‘We’ll get a lot of toddlers’ 
things when we have infants.” 

Some churches set up a “‘wishing 
tree,’ from which parishioners can 
take and fulfill a wish of one of the 
center’s children. “That helps a 
lot,’ Ms. Brokvist said. 

Need, though, is continuous; it 
doesn’t stop when the last ornament 
is put back in the attic. ‘‘The sum- 
mer is a particularly tough time of 
year,” said Leo Bernard of Andover, 
a volunteer for Neighbors in Need, 
which stocks seven pantries in Law- 
rence and Methuen. The long school 
recess means kids aren’t getting fed 
at school. 

“You want to say, ‘Don’t forget 
the other 11 months of the year,’ ”’ 
says the Rev. Richard Gross, who 
helps direct Phillips Academy’s 
community service program. “But 
you use the spirit of the season to 
your benefit and to educate people. 
We try to sensitize people to mobi- 
lize them.”’ 

The basic problem is not donors’ 
inconsistency, but the fact that pov- 
erty exists in the first place, Mr. 
King says. “‘You’re frustrated that 
there are poor in the world, home- 
less in the world,” he said. 

Some realities may be too painful. 
Women getting beat up by husbands 
and boyfriends isn’t something peo- 
ple like to think about at holiday, or 
any other, time, Ms. Brokvist says 
“The money is with the men’s orga- 
nizations,’’ she said. “It’s very hard

for them to recognize that that hap- 
pens.”’ 

The prevalence of alcohol and the 
added stress of holiday preparations 
leads to an increase of violence 
against women, Ms. Brokvist said. 
That’s on top of what has already 
become a chronic and frightening 
problem. 

What Ms. Brokvist really wants is 
money. The state cut $76,000 from 
the center’s Women in Transition 
program, which provided counsel- 
ing, advocacy and support to women 
in crisis. Although the shelter re- 
ceived $55,000 in state funds, the loss 
of the WIT program was a severe 
blow, said Ms. Brokvist, adding that 
she’d have to raise the funds pri- 
vately. 

And donated money, at least for 
Bread and Roses, “‘is something that 
drops off almost completely’’ after 
the holidays, Ms. Kinsky said. 


A faultering economy atfects peo- 
ple’s generosity. ‘‘This has been a 
very, very desperate year,’ Mr. 
Bernard said. Neighbors in Need got 
few donations until recently. 

On-going and annual events like 
the Rose Cup Tournament and the 
Walk for Hunger help supplement 
programs for the needy. The Wom- 
en’s Center just received $25,000 
from the Rose Cup Committee, a 
group of local women who have or- 
ganized a benefit golf tournament 
for the past three springs. 


And the resurgence of voluntee- 
rism has been a blessing to social- 
Service agencies, some of which, 
like Bread and Roses, rely entirely 
on private assistance. Bread and 
Roses’ Ms. Kinsky says churches 
and other organizations bring a 
meal to the kitchen once a month. 

Mr. King’s and Father Gross’ stu- 
dents regularly volunteer their time 
at Bread and Roses, Lazarus House 
and other places during the school 
year. 

“As long as you’re doing good for 
people, that’s all that counts,’”’ Mr. 
Bernard said.

Elderly risk medicine misqueues 


Every year Americans misuse about 

half of the 1.6 billion medicines pre- 

' scribed for them. That’s more than 1,500 
medicine mistakes every minute. 

Those at highest risk for such misuse 
are older adults, who consume on aver- 
age, twice as many prescription medi- 
cines as younger people. 

The consequences of medicine misuse 
are most serious for older Americans. 
For example, a recent report by the in- 
spector general of the Department of 
Health and Human Services states that 
although adults age 60 and over comprise 
only 17 percent of the U.S. population, 
they account for 39 percent of all hospital- 
izations and 51 percent of deaths from 
drug reactions. Drug-induced falls pro- 
duce about 32,000 older consumer deaths 
a year. 

According to Mary McKillop, program 
manager of HomeCare, Inc., a private 
home care agency that serves many el- 
derly clients, ‘‘Much of this problem and 
its consequences could be prevented if 
medicine consumers, their families and 
their health-care professionals talked 
about medicines before, during and after 
using them.” 

Every patient should get the answers to 
five questions before leaving the doctor’s 
office or pharmacy; 

1. What is the name of the medicine and 
what is it supposed to do? 

} 2. How and when should the medicine 
' be taken and for how long? 

3. What foods, beverages, other medi- 
cines or activities should be avoided while 
taking this medicine?

4. What are the possible side effects and 
what steps should be taken if they occur? 

d. Is there any written information 
available about the medicine? 

Mrs. McKillop says that older people 
need to give health professionals informa- 
tion. This includes telling doctors, phar- 
macists or nurses: 

¢ What other medicines you are taking, 
including over-the-counter medicines, vi- 
tamins, laxatives, alcohol and tobacco. 
This information is especially critical for 
avoiding drug interactions that can occur 
when different physicians prescribe med- 
icines without the other’s knowledge. 

e¢ Whether physical changes have oc- 
curred that may be a result of medication 
side effects or altered body response. The 
physical changes of aging affect how the 
body processes medicnes. Your dose may 
need to be adjusted based on your re- 
sponse to a medicine, so it is important to 
tell about changes such as weakness.

Legos make

Editor’s note: This is the fourth 
article in a series of biweekly arti-

I admit that I never played with 
Legos while growing up. They 
might have been invented back 
then (although I doubt it), but 
Tinker Toys were all that I had to 
use. Use I did, and I rather en- 
joyed it. Legos are the next gener- 
ation of building-block materials 
children use to construct various 
machines and devices. In the 
hands of a creative child the possi- 
bilities are endless. 

You may be wondering then 
why the computer plan has di- 
rected the expenditure of funds to 
buy Lego materials for both mid- 
dle schools.

If you can remember your own 
industrial arts experiences, a top- 
ic for discussion included simple 
machines. These are the lever, 
gear, pulley and inclined plane. 
These machines enable us to per- 
form work with less effort and can 
be grouped to create complex ma- 
chinery. As I remember my sci- 
ence education (I never learned 
this material in industrial arts), it 
was a unit that made little impact, 
and I was happy to move on to oth- 
er topics.

Several years ago the makers 
of Lego created an educational di- 
vision that began to develop cur- 
riculum ideas for the classroom. 
The most obvious application of 
Legos was to incorporate them 
into the industrial arts program. 
Lego materials can be put togeth- 
er quickly to create simple ma- 
chines. Students using Legos are 
able to construct more complex 
machines, such as hammers, 
wheelbarrows, screwdrivers and 
block and tackles. 

In the hands of a qualified in- 
structor, students can quickly un- 
derstand the abilities of each 
machine and how they can be 
made more productive. With the 
introduction of computers, plot- 
ters, CAD/CAM and Legos, it is 
now proper to change the name of 
industrial arts to technology edu- 
cation. 

Andover teachers have ac- 
cepted the idea of using Legos to 
enhance their curriculum. They 
were trained last summer with 
these powerful toys and quickly 
saw how to modify their programs 
to incorporate Lego activities. Stu-

Childhood toys make comeback as computerized learning tools

dents at both 
schools are now cre- 
ating simple and 
complex machines 
with Legos. Kits of 
materials were pur- 
chased so students 
could work together 
or individually, de- 
pending on the tech- 
nology assignment. 
The kit can be used 
for the creation of 
simple machines 
and, since it comes 


with a motor, students can easily develop 
more powerful devices. 


Each kit comes with instructions on 
how to put together a certain device. Stu- 
dents create these devices and are able to 
see how each component relates to the 
overall function of the machine. The tea- 
chers are able to point out the principle 
behind each simple device. There are also 
challenges: a machine is pictured without 
any instructions. Advanced students who 
understand the principles of simple ma- 
chines are able to create more compli- 
cated devices without step-by-step 
instructions. Advanced topics include mo- 
tors, transmissions, differentials, rack 
and pinion, front-wheel drive and electri- 
city. 


The teachers were surprised at how 
easy it is to use Lego materials to teach 
physical concepts. Topics like mechani- 
cal advantage, work, power, gear ratios, 
fulerums and potential energy can be 
quickly demonstrated with Legos. 


“Hands-on experience is the key,” said 
Mr. Powers. ‘‘Children can create these 
devices themselves and actually see how 
they work.” 


Mr. Fawcett, who admits he was skep- 
tical about Legos at first, is now con- 
vinced that they offer students a powerful 
learning environment. Some of his stu- 
dents are able to create advanced designs 
since they had used Legos at home.

Students can create machines, 
such as cars, traffic lights, washing ma- 
chines and merry-go-rounds, and pro- 
gram them to work through Logo and an 
Apple computer. Sensors and motors on 
these models can be programmed with 
simple commands to operate as func- 
tional everyday machines.

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Cadet joins Peace Corps 


Norwich University graduate Jeffrey 
Shupe of Andover left for a Peace Corps 
assignment in Fiji this month. He is the 
first graduate of Norwich’s two-year pre- 
paratory Peace Corps program to serve 
as a volunteer. While living and working 
in the Pacific island nation, Mr. Shupe 
will teach accounting at a Fijian high 
school. 

Norwich University, a small military 
college in Northfield, Vt., made nation- 
wide headlines in 1987 when it became the 
first American university to offer stu- 
dents a Peace Corps prep program with a 
provision to forgive up to $5,000 in student 
loans after two years of service in the 
corps. 

The program “‘is an innovative idea in 
a time when the whole country is talking 
about service,’’ said Maj. Gen. W. Russell 
Todd, president of the university. ‘‘A tiny 
military school in Vermont is setting up a 
model program for the nation that will 
train people to be good citizens.”’ 

Gen. Todd said the program was ini- 
tially set up as an option for the civilian 
side of the university, but an unusual 
number of particiants from the military 
college took the option. 

Mr. Shupe was a military student who 
opted to take part in the program, which 
school officials say was designed to in- 
crease awareness of local and global 
community issues. The classes were ex- 
perimental and required field work. 

“The PCPP gives Norwich University 
a wider scope for what we had been doing 
already,’’ Gen. Todd says. “It made us 
think about our curriculum and how we 
prepare people for the world.” 

Mr. Shupe and his classmates spent a 
summer working in an impoverished 
eastern Caribbean community on Jamai- 
ca. During the the school year, they par- 
ticipated in a project to winterize homes 
of the elderly and needy in Vermont. Mr. 
Shupe served as a substance abuse coun-

selor at Montpelier High School and 
worked with an Internal Revenue Service 
tax assistance program in the commu- 
nity. 

The Norwich program was developed 
by a team of faculty and staff, many of 
whom are former Peace Corps volun- 
teers. Before 1987, Norwich had eight re- 
turned Peace Corps volunteers on staff. 
Several Peace Corps alumni have been 
added as adjunct faculty to teach the 
PCPP academic courses. 

Mr. Shupe is responding to a request 
from the Fijian ministry of education to 
provide teachers to meet the need for 
qualified professionals, particularly in 
the rural areas of Fiji. More importantly, 
he will provide a cultural exchange 
through his work in the community and 
the secondary projects he established 
while in Fiji, Norwich officials said. He 
will be stationed on Fiji for two years. 

Not all graduates of the Peace Corps 
program will choose to apply for Peace 
Corps service. The class of 1990 will pro- 
duce at least two applicants, according to 
Elizabeth Place, assistant director of the 
PCPP. Two additional graduates are con- 
sidering Peace Corps as well as mission- 
ary work or other international 
development agency involvement. 

The Norwich example has been re- 
flected in legislation pending in Congress

Dana Farber experts explain cancer 


There are more than 100 types 
of cancer, according to experts at 
the Dana Farber Cancer Institute. 

Each is triggered by a “mis- 
take,’ a change within cells that 
causes uncontrolled growth. Left 
unchecked, cancer may continue 
to grow and invade vital organs. 

Normally, growth is necessary 
to the body’s ability to replace or 
repair cells. As part of a finely 
tuned communications network, 
cells signal each other when to 
start growing and when to stop. 

What causes a breakdown in 
this system? Scientists cite three 
factors: genes, viruses and the en- 
vironment. All three, acting sepa- 
rately or in concert, can bring 
about a critical mistake in normal 
growth patterns. 

A flaw may occur with a change 
in a cell’s DNA, the genetic 
blueprint it uses to copy itself. 
This is called a mutation. In cer- 
tain forms of cancer, an anti-can- 


cer gene may be missing or 
deleted, resulting in a loss of pro- 
tection against uncontrolled 
growth. 

When viruses are involved, they 
orchestrate a hostile takeover, in- 
serting themselves into the cell’s 
DNA. 

The effect of the environment 
(what we eat, breathe or physical- 
ly contact) should not be mini- 
mized. One of the most devas- 
tating forms of uncontrolled cell 
growth is lung cancer, caused pri- 
marily by a habit well within our 
control: smoking. 

Treatment for cancers involve 
killing the abnormal cells or inter- 
fering with the reproduction. 
When anti-cancer drugs are used, 
the treatment is called chemothe- 
rapy. Radiation therapy may be 
used to control local areas of can- 
cer growth. 


oped. Recently implemented 
procedures include high-dose che- 
motherapy and radiation therapy 
with bone-marrow _transplanta- 
tion, in which diseased marrow is 
replaced by cancer-free marrow. 
Treatments under investigation 
include the use of custom-made 
proteins called monoclonal antibo- 
dies to deliver a dose of drugs or 
radiation lethal to cancer cells. 

Early detection is key to im- 
proving a patient’s chance of sur- 
vival. Screening tests can aid that 
process. For example, mammo- 
grams can detect breast cancers 
not large enough to be felt by the 
patient or doctor. 

Even more important is preven- 
tion, with no smoking topping the 
list. Studies are revealing dietary 
factors that may offer protection, 
such as increased intake of fiber 
to prevent colon cancer.

Scientists have 
made great strides 
in understanding 
Alzheimer’s, though 
its causes and possi- 
ble cures remain 
undiscovered. It is 
known that the 
symptoms are pro- 
gressive in nature, 
beginning usually 
with memory loss — 
especially of recent 
events — and mild 
confusion. 
Eventually, 
changes in person- 
ality, mood and be- 
havior become 
apparent, such as 
irritability, restles- 
sness and agitation. 
The conditions vary 


from individual to 
individual in nature 
and severity, but 
Alzheimer’s usually 


progresses to a 
point where victims 
no longer know 


themselves or those 
around them. Fi- 
nally, they can no 


longer properly 
care for them- 
selves. 


Although Alz- 
heimer’s is not fa- 
tal, its conse- 
quences may re- 
duce a person’s nor- 
mal life expectancy 
by about half. 

The symptoms of 
Alzheimer’s are, in 
part, caused when 
nerve cells in the 
outer layer of the 
brain become tan- 
gled (the disease 
takes its name from

the German neurol- 
ogist who discov- 
ered the condition in 
1906). Only when all 
other possible 
causes for symp- 
toms, such as ane- 
mia, depression, 
vitamin deficiency 
and drug intoxica- 
tion, will a physi- 
cian, through 
physical, neurologi- 
cal and psychiatric 
evaluations, diag- 
nose Alzheimer’s. 

Dr. Cornell notes 
that although some 
degree of intellec-

PA chaplain: Slain priests jar our conscience

The phone rings in the basement 
of Cochran Chapel, and the Rev. 
Richard Gross picks it up. 


In response to the caller’s “how 
are you?”’ the usually cheery 
Catholic chaplain of Phillips Aca- 
demy is slow to answer. 

“Well ... good,” he says. He has 


to think about it. 


The night before, while grading 
a stack of exams, Father Gross, 
the only Jesuit on campus, learned 
that five Jesuit priests and several 
civilians in El Salvador were exe- 
cuted, allegedly by the country’s 
U.S.-backed military. 


By Friday, Father Gross decid- 


ed to make his regular Sunday 
services Masses of Resurrection. 
‘These eight people are represen- 
tative of the 70,000” who have 
been killed by right-wing death 
squads, he said. ‘The 70,000 
doesn’t jar our conscience. It 
takes clerics. 
“These people lived there by

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Town keeps eye 
on radon levels

Children go to school to learn the three 
Rs, but may be exposed to a fourth R — 
Radon, without even knowing it. 

To make sure they are not, Andover 
tested all its schools — along with the new 
and old town halls and the library twice 
in the last two years. One basement-level 
classroom at Shawsheen School, the 
town’s oldest school, was the only one 
with a higher than acceptable level of ra- 
don. That room is being ventilated and 
soon will be retested. 

Radon, which has been linked to lung 
cancer, is a colorless and odorless radioa- 
tive gas produced through the decay of 
Uranium. 

School officials from all over the state 
learned at a seminar last week at Merri- 
mack College that dealing with radon pre- 
sents unique problems for schools: 

¢ While radon is a potential risk for any- 
one who spends time indoors, studies sug- 
gest children may be more vulnerable to 
the harmful effects of certain types of ra- 
diation. 

“Most scientists believe that children 
are more suseptible because their cells 
are gowing and dividing more rapidly. 
That’s where the effects of cell muations 
and cancer come into play,’’ said Richard 
E. Rammacher, a member of the Ameri- 
can Association of Radon Scientists and 
Technologists. 

° Most newer schools in New England 
are built on slabs touching the earth. Ra- 
don moves through small spaces in the 
soil and rocks and can seep into a build- 
ing through cracks in the slabs, floor 
drains, sump pits, building joints or tiny 
cracks and pores in walls. 

e Older schools were built beneath the 
ground level and have basements where 
radon can build. 

According to the Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency, radon is the second lead- 
ing cause of lung cancer in the U.S. 
(smoking ranks first). Regular exposure 
to high levels of radon have been com- 
pared by the EPA to smoking half a pack 
of cigarettes or more a day. 

“Radon is a significant problem that we 
must pay close attention to,” said Everett 
Penny, Andover’s health director. 

Indoor radon levels are measured in pi- 
coCuries per liter of air. The EPA has set 
the maximum acceptable indoor radon 
level at three picoCuries per liter of air. 
The agency recommends that action be 
taken within two weeks if levels exceed 20 
picoCuries. 

Much of New England sits on a granite 
base, a rock which has been found to con- 
tain high levels of uranium. Essex coun- 
ty, where Andover is located, ranks 
second in the EPA’s tested areas of in- 
door radon risks. Neighboring Suffolk 
county is ranked one of the lowest, be- 
cause it is closer to the coast and sits on

In fact, in a self- 
serving press release last week, 
the registrar was careful to point

ever to register and title their cars 
and obtain drivers licenses, will 
face long drives to reach registry 
offices, and, upon arrival, will be 
greeted by lines in excess of an 
hour.”’ The hour-long wait is men- 
tioned no less than three times in 
the press release. 

Is there anyone out there who 
cannot recognize the tired old tac- 
tic of threatening inconvenience to 
make taxpayers shut up and ac- 
cept business as usual?

This city has gone into partnership wit} 
a gardeners supply company, to tl 
fit of both. The city has provided 1 
the residents bring leaves and privat 
dustry manages the site and the proce 
and distributes the product. Compost 
used to enrich the soil of home gardens or 
public parks can be made in from six 
weeks to two years. 


There are different ways to do it and 
each community can do what seems best 
for them. The project in Burlington 
showed a net loss the first year, but a 
great gain in public relations approval for 
both the private business and city’s public 
works department. 


Composting is the most tangible form of 
recycling. When someone drops off a 
glass jar for recycling, there is no direct 
association with the next jar they buy. 
But the leaves dropped off in the fall al- 
low the recycler to return in the spring 
and pick up rich, crumbly compost ready 
to nourish his yard or garden. 


Burlington realizes that public/private 
cooperation is rare, but would like to in- 
form other municipalities that already 
have the equipment and real estate for 
composting that all else they need is some 
management expertise and a good public 
relations program.

Radon monitoring 


(Continued from Page 47) 


Variations in temprature, barometric 
pressure and wind speed and direction af- 
fect the measureable amount of radon 
present in buildings, said William Bell of 
the state Department of Public Health. 

Factors, such as age of buildings and 
construction materials aren’t constant in 
determining where radon problems exist, 
he said. ‘You have to test in order to 
know.” 

The EPA suggests testing frequently- 
used rooms that are at or below ground 
level. The most commonly used testing 
devices are activated charcoal canisters 
that absorb airborne radon over a period 
of time, usually between two weeks to a 
month. The canisters are then evaluated 
by a radon testing firm. 


“The solutions (to decreasing the levels 
of radon) are relatively simple and not 
very expensive,” said Mr. Penny. 


One of the easiest ways of reducing ra- 
don levels is ventilating the room, said 
Mr. Penny. The classroom at the 
Shawsheen school which gave a six pico- 
Curie reading in 1988 once was a kitchen. 
Mr. Penny ordered that the exisiting ceil- 
ing fan be turned on once a day to circu- 
late the room’s air. 


A second test of different rooms in the 
other schools and town’s buildings, plus a 
retest of the six picoCurie Shawsheen 
room was done last spring. The tests re- 
sults were the same, and Mr. Penny or- 
dered the fan to be turned on twice each 
day. He said he plans to retest the room 
this week to see if three months of the 
twice-daily fan ventilations have reduced 
the radon level. 


“I don’t think the level (in that class- 
room) represents a health problem,” said 
Mr. Penny. “‘It’s entirely time-related, 
not a one-day exposure,” he said. 

Other steps to reduce radon levels are 


soil ventilation under the foundation of 
buildings and pressure relieving vents. 
Contractors of new buildings are encour- 
aged by the EPA to include these in their 
design plans along with covering the 
ground of the construction site with heavy 
plastic before the foundation is poured.
